If you've been one of the vic- 
tims, you know the anger and 
sense of violation you have 
when your home or car are bro- 
ken into and your possessions 
Stolen.

United States Sugar Corporation completed 
harvest April 27 of the largest sugar cane crop in 
company history, producing more than 7.3 mil- 
lion tons of cane and yielding more than 800,000

The record-busting sugar harvesting and pro- 
cessing season lasted 190 days and topped last 
year’s record crop by nearly 10 percent. 

“This record crop can be attributed to a combi- 
nation of great weather and improved agricul- 
tural practices,” said Walter Parker, vice presi- 
dent of agrucultural operations. 

“Improvements in water control, fertility, vari- 
eties, and an accelerated crop rotation and 
planting program have significantly increased 
out production,” said Mr. Parker. 

U.S., Sugar produces nearly 10 percent. of 
America's sugar on 165,000 acres in Palm 
Beach, Hendry and Glades counties. The com- 
pany's two raw sugar mills operate seven days a 


week, 24-hours a day during the harvest season. 

For the first time, U.S. Sugar refined its own 
sugar at the company's new Clewiston Refinery, 
which opened in September, 1998. The refinery, 


which is the first cane refinery in the country to 


be fully integrated with a raw sugar mill, has an 
initial capacity of 540,000 tons per year. The re- 
finery operates approximately 300 days a year 
to meet its customers' year-round demand.

Tornadors that large are very 
rare. On average, over 1,000 
tornadbes develop ih the Unit- 
ed States each year. yet, only 
about two percent contain 
winds over 260 mph. 

While predicting a tornado is 
never taken for granted, these 
days forecasters almost always 
know whenga-twister may de- 
velop. The art of severe weath- 
er forecasting is so sophisticat- 
ed that tornadoes hardly ever 
surprise us anymore. 

On March 25, 1948, Miller 
and Fawbush agonized for

*I was just calling about your Black Gold 
Jubilee. I have a couple of friends who were 
visiting here from AmeriCorps. It is an excel- 
lent program. They're here visiting and work- 
ing with our program. I was telling them 
about the Black Gold Jubilee. 

We have a group of seven whites, one black 

and one Hispanic. The white person who was 
going through the Black Gold Jubilee booklet 
said ‘I figured if it was а Black Gold Jubilee 
we would see more black people in this," 
I told her there is never any participation 
by the blacks in the Jubilee. It is like a white 
person's thing, and we try to have our Afro 
Arts Festival. And then we see in The Sun (a 
Speak Out) how we made so much noise and 
commotion. 

My point is, we have so many different. 
events tHat we offer out here in the Glades, 
but it's always so separate; Like the Afro Arte 
Festival. It was the majority of blacks and we 
had so many people call in and complain 
about how the blacks were at the Afro Arts 
Festival. 

"The Black Gold Jubilee shoüld be called the 
White Gold Jubilee, because the Black Gold 


through this booklet now 'and I think I found 
two black people out of this whole booklet. 
And I see this week in Speak Out they don’t 
have any complaints about the Black Gold 
Jubilee. 

I wonder why that is? I told my Ameri-

Discourteous character 
actors on television shows 
make discourtesy appear 
funny, thereby misguiding 
a generation of children, 
who are visual learners and 
making the future prospects 
for addressing change in 
this important law of life 
difficult. 

Let me begin by address- 
ing.the concept of chivalry. 
Literature is full of exam- 
ples of valiant men.who res- 
cue damsels in distress. 
Valor, in fact, has been a 
recürring theme in litera- 
ture and song lyrics for 
generations, and, for most 
of my life, cartoons were the 
only genre where discour- 
tesy was normal, expected 
and tolerated. | 

The period in English lit- 
erature when King Arthur 
and, the Knights of the 


Round Table. ` reigned 
Strikes me as the most pro- 
found examples of. this 


image of men who sacri- 
ficed themselves for women. 

Even the outlaw, Robin 
Hood, was chivalrous, as 
were characters such as the 
Three  Musketeer's and 
Zorro. Although from dif- 
ferent eras, all of these 
dominant male characters 
from literature found com- 
mon ground in the way they 
treated women and chil- 
dren. 

That information may 
setm a bit far-fetched con- 
sidering my premise that 
courtesy is a law of life. 

In fiction, however, we 
find a reflection of the 
mores of the times, 
whether the stories are fac- 
tual or fictional, they pro- 
mote the ‘virtues that 
human beings hold as 
important during the era in 
which- they are written. 

Since we have begun with 
literature, let's continue 
that vein, comparing and 
contrasting the "classics" 
with the new genre of today, 
rap and other contemporary 
fiction, rap lyrics, fiction 
like the novel, Waiting. to 
Exhale and scripts for rap 
videos are all examples of 
the "me-istic" focus of a 
large segment of today's 
popular literary artists. 

For some people, this is 
the only literature to which 
they are meaningfully 
exposed. What we see in 
those types are an extension 
of. what. we see in sport. 
events where million-dollar 
players beat their chest like 
gorillas when they achieve 
excellence.

regard for team effort and 
too much concentration on 
indíviduals, .their rights 
and their self-centered defi- 
nitions of respect. 

Another applicátion of 
courtesy deals .with people 
respecting others in the 
course of interaction. 

Every day, ihnocent peo- 
ple: are the victims-of rude- 
ness from other people, who 
in most cases don't even 
know them, whether this

byways or in department 
stores. "Road Rage” is a 
common term that describes 
discourteous drivers who 
vent their anger on ‘inno-

, Perhaps the best example 


that coalesces ill-behaved 
children with media influ- 
ence is the movie, Home 
Alone, wherein the "smart- 
mouthed" disobedient 10- 
year-old star is glorified for. 
his. independence and his 
ability to outwit adults. 

Most situation comedies 
on television and much of 
the recent children’s serial 
books feature children who 
make fools of adults under. 
the guise of comedy. 

While I am not saying we 
shouldn't laugh, the dis- 
courtesy featured in situa- 
tion comedies minimized 
the respect a child is likely 
to have for situations that 
involve more appropriate 
and respectful behavior for 
children. 

To sum up, whether we 
look at the rude intrusion of 
a reporter into the life of a 
controversial person or at 
the child: who talks back to 
his parent, the lack of cour- 
tesy in society suggest а 
general condition of disre- 
spect. 

If we do not return to 
more -courteous behavior, 
more regard for persons 
othér than ourselves, our 
future as а harmonious 
nation and world is in jeop- 
ardy. 


Because this is such an 


important issue, with such 
far-reaching impact global- 
ly. common courtesy must be 
regarded as a law of life.
